My name was originally Ivaniwitchnizki 
Ufsargobidinto Lumsheearkiwitzwo. I admit this 
is some name. You must take at least four or 
five deep breaths to get it out of your system. 
It is impossible to sign such a name on the bot- 
tom of a check. There is no room for it. When 
I came to your wonderful country they told me 
I could change my name. So my lawyer made 
an application to the court. 

"What name do you wish?" they asked me. 

"Please give me a short name," I replied. 

So that is why I am now Joe Smith. If now 
and then the way I say things sounds funny, 
please be good enough to forgive me. For your 
language is one that I am still learning. I go to 
day school and night school. Just to be able to 
speak English and learn all about your country.

Into a valise went my one toothbrush, 
two pairs of stockings, and a new handkerchief 
which was all I owned in rhe world. My father 
dared not cry when I left. 

"Be brave my son," he said. "You have done 
nothing wrong." 



They took me in a nice big automobile. They 
did not tie roe up. When they stopped for 
food, I also ate with them — good meals for 
the first time in my life. This is how we traveled 
for six days. Then we came to a place guarded 
by soldiers. They all had machine guns. I figured 
this was where I would be the rest of my life. 
We went in and then I was taken to a big 
room where there were about twenty other men 
like myself. 

We were given complete physical examina* 
(ions. Also a lot of tests to find out just how 
smart we were. They did not have to give me a 
test to find out I was dumb. I could have told 
them that myself as I had spent only six years 
in school in my native country. And all of these 
six years were in the same grade — I never was 
promoted. Seems I couldn't understand why 
two and two make four. Even now this is hard 
for me. Why can't two and two make five? 

But I wasn't so dumb that I couldn't figure 
out that I was the man they wanted. I was well 
fed. Of this I could not complain. Now they 
gave me two slices of bread instead of the one 
slice I had on the state farm. Then began some- 
thing thaf they called the training period.

This went on for sixty eight min- 
utes. Four big officers from the Okrana were 
watching me. When they stopped the straps 
were loose. So I got out of the chair by myself. 

There they were! All of them were com- 
pletely dizzy just watching me spin around in 
the chair. I figured out that they figured I 
was the one to get dizzy. But they got dizzy 
instead. So I lifted. each and helped each to a 
chair. Then the leader spoke. 

"He had passed the first test! The only man 
in our country who isn't dizzy at what happens." 

I rested for two days. Or to be exact, they had 
to rest. It was too much for their nerves. Then 
they gave me the short space test. I had to sit 
in a small box with my knees pulled up right 
under my chin. Next to my right hand was a 
small key that you could press. I was told how 
many times to press it within an hour. I was 
in this box for six hours. Then they took me 
out and checked my heart, blood pressure, and 
appetite — because I was getting very hungry.

So they gave me four slices of bread for sup- 
per that night. But they seemed worried about 
the food problem. The next day they put me 
into something round.

The trick was 
simple. If I hit the button with my nose, then 
a slice of bread would come out and I could eat 
it. Another dispenser had water. Then drops of 
water with each slice of bread was the way they 
figured it out.

Something I guess I 
wasn't supposed to see. My little nephew, Ffof- 
funikia, had a book with a picture just like 
what was in front of me. Underneath the pic- 
ture was one word: Rocket. Next to the rocket 
was a round metal sphere. There was a little 
door opened. I took a peep inside. 

I could see a chair with straps. A dispenser 
for bread .and also one for water. Also the key 
for my thumb to hit. Two and two make four? 
Why? I put two and two together and got five. 
Also I wasn't so dumb as they figured. They 
were going to shoot that sphere into the air by 
means of the rocket. 

Nice? Yeh, but I was going to be inside of it. 
Then what? This was something I wanted to 
know. Just as I was about to climb into my
